BRILLIANT. 
_ A local name. An excellent variety. Large, very double, bright red.

DIXIE. 
Large, full double flowers of deep rose-pink. A profuse, late bloomer and 
strong grower. 12 to 18 in. 


ELEGANS (Chandleri). 

Rich cherry-red with white variegation. Large flower, 5 to 6 inches in 
diameter, some of loose peony form and others of thick peony-type, all on the 
same plant. Leaves are rich shiny green. One of the best and most popular 
of all.

HERME. 

Large, semi-double to peony-form flowers of pink, white and red variega- 
tion. One of the few faintly fragrant varieties. An excellent garden Camellia.

MONARCH. 

Very large, deep pink flowers with many clusters of stamens and petals 
inside of larger outer petals.

One of the very earliest Camellias to bloom. Deep rose-pink flowers, some- 
times streaked and blotched with white.

LADY JANE GRAY. 
Peony-form flower, red marbled white. A very fine variety. 8 to 12 in., 
12 to 18 in., 18 to 24 in. 


LAUREL LEAF. 

A very large, full double variety of beautiful texture; incurved petals. 
Most flowers have rose-pink centers and merge into deeper pink at the edge, 
but sometimes they come with white blotches. Excellent for greenhouse 
culture.

MRS. CHAS. COBB. 

One of the darkest red Camellias we know—almost black. Rich golden 
stamens intermixed with the petals. A very fast grower with rounded, light 
green foliage.

CARDINAL RICHELIEU. 

A very hardy variety that blooms well in cold weather. Loose, peony-form 
flowers with stamens and petaloids intermixed. Rose-red in color. 12 to 
18 in., 18 to 24 in., 24 to 30 in. 


DEBUTANTE (Sara C. Hastie). 

Large, peony-form, light pink blooms; early. A fast grower with large, 
serrated leaves of dull green. Very desirable. 8 to 12 in., 12 to 18 in., 18 to

DUCHESS OF SUTHERLAND. A_ beautiful, large, semi-double white 
with a pink stripe or dot on one petal. Flower is about 6 inches in diameter, 
with a circle of stamens in the center.

EMPRESS (Lady Clare; Grandiflora Rosea). 

Clear rose-pink, with two rows of petals and golden stamens. One of the 
largest, sometimes measuring 6 inches across.

Large, semi-double, pink bloom fading to almost white around the edges 
of the petals, with stamens intermixed. Large foliage, somewhat serrated.

(Purple Emperor; Purple Dawn; Wm. S. Hastie). 
Very large, deep red flowers turning purple as they age, and showing sta- 
mens when fully open.

Very double, well-shaped flower, 5 to 6 inches across, of brilliant crimson. 
One of the best red Camellias. Said to be the true C, M. Hovey. 12 to 18 in.,

ELEANOR HAGOOD. 


Pale pink, almost blush color, medium to large in size. Shows a few sta- 
mens when fully open.

ELIZABETH ARDEN. 


Medium to large; striped rose color, sometimes sporting a solid pink flower. 
Dark green foliage. A fast grower and late bloomer. 12 to 18 in., 18 to 24 in.

Flowers of medium size and blood-red color, often blotched with white. A 
vigorous grower, rather spreading in habit, with twiggy branches. 12 to 18 in.,

Large, rose-pink, peony-form bloom of very loose construction, with yellow 
stamens intermixed.
